News of the death of Apple 
co-founder Steve Jobs on 
Wednesday sent shock- 
waves not only across the 
globe, but also throughout 
the tech community closer 
to home. 

A memorial grew on 
Thursday outside Edmon¬ 
ton’s South Centre Apple 
store, and social-media 
sites trended tributes to 
the man who co-created 
the household name in 


computers. 

Cam Linke, of Edmon¬ 
ton’s Touch Metric, was 
shocked to learn Jobs had 
died. 

“I am still probably in 
disbelief I just assumed 
he was going to fight it,” 
said Linke, a self-professed 
fanboy and owner of an 
Apple phone, tablet and 
computer. 

“Ever 5 Ahing he built 
was huge for me and my 
company,” he said. 

Calling him “an ab¬ 
solute visionary,” Linke 
said Jobs’ outlook on life 


after learning he had can¬ 
cer was as inspirational as 
his work. 

Shirley Main paused 
near the tribute at the Ap¬ 
ple store, where it was 
business as usual. 

“I absolutely adore my 
Mac,” Main said. “But it 
wouldn’t have occurred to 
me people would do this.” 

Main said her only con¬ 
cern was for Apple’s future 
with the loss of its former 
CEO. 

“It’s going to be hard for 
a successor to succeed 
him. He was a genius.” 


Apple seed 

Steve Jobs started Apple 
with his high school friend 
Steve Wozniak in a Silicon 
Valley garage in 1976. 
They created their first 
computer, the Apple i, 
soon after. 

Jobs was diagnosed with 
pancreatic cancer in 2004 , 
and had a liver transplant 
in 2009 . He took three 
leaves of absence before 
resigning six weeks ago.

“But it’s the same as 
with human blood,” said 
Kerr. “(It) can be low on 
supply or we need blood 
on a faster basis.” 

The clinic does have a 
blood-donor list, but it re¬ 
quires at least 20 healthy 


dogs to sign up to be called 
upon to donate as the clin¬ 
ic needs. 

“The list is small,” said 


Kerr. “We need a larger do¬ 
nation pool.” 

Blood is most common¬ 
ly needed after trauma.

The Mustard Seed held a 
contest at its Kids’ Petting 
Zoo to determine adult and 
child winners of a dozen 
bikes back in June, but af¬ 
ter the entries rolled in, 
they realized the demand 
of people living in poverty 
who could use them out¬ 
weighed their supply. 

“As a group of 
staff we pooled 
together, but also 
got a grant from 
Forzani's and 
Yellow Pencil, 
and we now have 
150 bikes, so we're 
giving a bike to 
every single 
person who 
entered the 
contest.”

As the 100th anniversary 
of the sinking of the Titan¬ 
ic approaches, fascination 
with the famous ship¬ 
wreck shows no signs of 
waning.

aboard the fateful ship.

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Jobs’ vision hailed by 
Canadian tech industry 

O Apple co-founder’s work made current app boom possible, Canadian 
companies say O Memorials pop up outside Apple stores across the country 


Canada’s app developers, 
who have made everything 
from games to cooking to 
sports applications for the 
iPhone and iPad, recalled 
on Thursday how Apple 
founder Steve Jobs gave 
them a livelihood and a 
purpose. 

“At its core, there would¬ 
n’t be an 5 dhing that we’re 
doing without the App 
Store, without the iPhone, 
without Steve,” Kerry Mor¬ 
rison, CEO of Vancouver- 
based app developer 
EndLoop, said Thursday. 

“Every single person in 
here — their livelihood, 
the homes that they’ve 
bought, the cars that they 
drive — everything has 
been paid for by what he 


has done,” Morrison said of 
EndLoop and sister compa¬ 
ny Massive Damage, which 
employ 14 people. 

Jobs, 56, died Wednes¬ 
day after a battle with can¬ 
cer. 

Condolences poured in 
from across the country, 
from users of the popular 
iPhone, iPod and iPad prod¬ 
ucts, to the executives of 
Canadians companies who 
have either struggled to 
compete with Apple’s cut¬ 
ting-edge products or bene¬ 
fited from their popularity. 

“Steve Jobs was a great 
visionary and a respected 
competitor,” Mike

Nokia chief executive 
Stephen Elop, a graduate 
of McMaster University in 
Hamilton, Ont., reacted on 
his Twitter account. 

“Steve’s passion for sim¬ 


plicity and elegance leaves 
a legacy that will endure,” 
said Elop, who was bom in 
Ancaster, Ont. 

Nokia Corp., once the 
world’s dominant cell¬ 
phone maker, has been 
overtaken by its chief rival 
Apple, whose iPhones sold 
more than all Nokia smart¬ 
phone models during the 
second quarter.

Vallejo said officers shot 
tear gas into their student 
offices in “a direct attack 
against our organization.” 
He called the police crack¬ 
down unprecedented. 

President Sebastian Pin- 
era is planning to criminal¬ 
ize the protests, proposing 
penalties of up to three 
years in prison for partici¬ 
pating. He also wants to 
enable police to demand 
images taken by photogra¬ 
phers and camera crews 
without a judicial warrant. 

Reporters Without Bor¬ 
ders condemned the pro¬ 
posal as an attack on 
freedom of expression.

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Energy-drink caffeine capped 

O Feds announce new rules for drink makers O Changes to include labelling 


The federal government 
will impose limits on the 
amount of caffeine that en¬ 
ergy drinks may legally 
contain, Health Minister 
Leona Aglukkaq said 
Thursday, but won’t re¬ 
strict where they may be 
sold. 

Ottawa also plans to re¬ 
quire manufacturers to 
provide consumers with 
more information about 
high-caffeine beverages, 
Aglukkaq said. 


Her announcement 
stopped short of recom¬ 
mendations by the Expert 
Panel on Caffeinated 
Drinks convened by Health 
Canada. It had called for 
energy drinks to be sold 
over the counter in phar¬ 
macies, like painkillers and 
other medications. 

“I believe today’s 
changes will be especially 
helpful to the parents of 
teenagers who regularly 
consume energy drinks,” 


Aglukkaq said. 

Until now, energy drinks 
— like Red Bull, Monster 
Energy and Rock Star — 
were not required to dis¬ 
play a nutritional facts 
table. The change means 
that most energy drinks 
will be classified as a food, 
which means nutritional 
facts must be displayed on 
eveiy can. They had previ¬ 
ously been classified as nat¬ 
ural-health products. 

The government antici¬ 


pates the transition in la¬ 
belling will take between 
18 and 24 months. 

The change brings Cana¬ 
dian labelling in line with 
the United States and Euro¬ 
pean countries. 

“As a parent, I need to 
have access to as much in¬ 
formation as possible, to 
help us as a family make 
decisions when it comes to 
what we eat and drink,” 
Aglukkaq said.

Steve Jobs, bom in Califor¬ 
nia 56 years ago to a young 
cash-strapped couple, 
achieved the kind of world 
domination that few could 
have foreseen. 

Not eveiyone could af¬ 
ford Jobs’s sleek products, 
but most knew about 
them. 

Apple’s initial goal was 
quite modest. “We didn’t 
think that computers 
would be able to play so¬ 
phisticated games, play 


songs or do video editing, 
or even that the Internet 
would exist,” said Steve 
Wozniak, who co-founded 
Apple with Jobs. 

“We thought people 
would use computers at 
home for veiy simple 
things, like organizing 
their recipe collection.” 

However, Jobs raised the 
bar. At age 27, he recmited 
PepsiCo exec John Sculley 
as Apple’s CEO with the 
question, “Do you want to 
spend the rest of your life 
selling sugared water, or do 
you want a chance to 
change the world?” 


“Like one’s best teach¬ 
ers, Steve set the bar high 
and moved it even higher,” 
says Dean Hovey, founder 
of design firm IDEO, which 
created the groundbreak¬ 
ing Apple mouse. 

Jobs got the idea for the 
mouse at Xerox’s Palo Alto 
Research Center (PARC) in 
Silicon Valley. “He was a ge¬ 
nius in how he spotted 
ideas and talent,” said Hov¬ 
ey. 

“He got fanatical about 
it. PARC inspired him with 
a lot of stuff, but it doesn’t 
mean that they had a prod¬ 
uct that everyone could 


use. And his appreciation 
for aesthetics increased 
over time.” 

Jobs famously didn’t use 
consumer focus groups: He 
didn’t think people knew 
what they’d like. Instead he 
tmsted his own instinct, 
and with eveiy new prod¬ 
uct he was proven right. 

“Apple has lost a vision¬ 
ary and creative genius,” 
wrote Apple CEO Tim Cook 
in an email to the staff. 

“Steve leaves behind a 
company that only he 
could have built, and his 
spirit will forever be the 
foundation of Apple.”

For once it wasn’t a case of 
the rich getting richer. 

According to the latest 
edition of Canadian Busi¬ 
ness magazine, many of 
Canada’s wealthiest have 
actually seen their fortunes 
shrink in the past year. 

But none of the leading 
names on the Top 100 list is 
exactly claiming poverty ei¬ 
ther, including the perenni¬ 
al top finisher, Toronto’s 
Thomson family whose 
wealth shrank an estimat¬ 
ed 8.7 per cent from 2010. 

Canadian Business esti¬ 
mates the Thomson family 
fortune currently stands at 
$21.34 billion, down more 
than $2 billion from last 
year. 

Also a little worse off 


this year is No. 2 on the list, 
supermarket magnate 
Galen Weston, with an esti¬ 
mated worth of $8 billion, 
down 5.8 per cent, and the 
Rogers family of cable TV 
and cellphone fame. It 
came in No. 4 with a for¬ 
tune that was down 1.3 per 
cent at $5.94 billion. 

Doing a little better year- 


over year was the Irving 
family of Saint John, N.B., 
up 4.5 per cent at $7.8 bil¬ 
lion and No. 3 on the list, 
and Vancouver’s Jim Patti- 
son, No. 5 at $5.73 billion, 
up 3.7 per cent.

For a family-friendly fan¬ 
tasy flick — even one 
about robots pummeling 
each other — Real Steel 
opens with some pretty 
questionable action. We 
meet down-on-his-luck 
Charlie (Hugh Jackman) 


pitting his robot boxer, 
Ambush, against a live 
bull at a state fair. 

The film is set in a not- 
too-distant future when 
audiences’ thirst for vio¬ 
lence made human box¬ 
ing obsolete in favour of 
the more brutal robot va¬ 
riety, but there’s just 
something about watch¬ 
ing an animal getting 
punched in the face that 


doesn’t quite sit right. It 
doesn’t help that the rest 
of the film’s tone is actu¬ 
ally safely in the family- 
friendly zone. 

Robot-on-bovine vio¬ 
lence aside. Real Steel 
works, minus a few bugs. 
The boxing itself is a 
marvel, with the clashing 
metal titans feeling in¬ 
credibly real. 

As for the humans, 
Jackman plays Charlie 
with just enough charm 
that we root for him, de¬ 
spite him being a pretty 
lackluster businessman, 
father and human being. 

About that father bit: 
Charlie takes on his es¬ 
tranged 11-year-old son 
(Dakota Goyo) for a sum¬ 
mer on the road. 

Unfortunately, the film 
relies a bit too heavily on 
Goyo, possibly to distract 
from Jackman’s charac¬ 
ter’s less-than-heroic ac¬ 
tions. And the less said 
about the boy’s dancing, 
the better, ©nedehrbar

“It’s certainly great to 
have an audience who 
stays with you of a certain 
age,” Ferry told Metro, 
“but fantastic to get that 
young audience too.

And then let’s 
A-B them with those Cer- 
win-Vegas. No, no — the 
ones with the 15-inch 
woofers. ” 

The salesperson would 
dutifully find the LP we 
suggested and place it on 
the turntable. For the next 
20 minutes, we’d be pum¬ 
melled by sound, glorious 
sound. The sparkling 
highs. The chest-crushing 
bass. The sweet midrange. 
Once the side of the record 
ran out, we’d promise to 


think about it and leave 
the poor salesman 
commissionless. Again. 

One of the albums we’d 
always ask for was Pink 
Floyd’s Dark Side of the 
Moon because it was one of 
the best-produced and 
most carefully recorded al¬ 
bums of the era. 

There was an emotional 
and physical thrill of hear¬ 
ing it through speakers 
that could handle the 
thump of the heartbeat 
that leads into Breath, the 
deep bass stabs of Time 
and the definition of Clare 
Tony’s voice on The Great 
Gig in the Sky. 

The music caused 
dopamine to fiood our 
brains, which is literally 
the same neurochemical 
response a heroin addict 



has when he gets a fix. 

Today, though, MP3s 
and cheap ear buds have 
taken much of the fidelity 
out of music. 

Even modem CDs sound 
worse than CDs that were 
released in the 1980s 
thanks to ovemse of com¬ 
pression. We’ve forgotten 
how good recorded music 
can sound. Worse yet, 
many people have never 


experienced it. 

That’s why I urge every¬ 
one to go out and buy the 
new Pink Floyd remasters 
along with a veiy good set 
of headphones. Clear the 
credit card. I don’t care 
how. 

Dark Side is the 
ultimate album for 
headphone music. Turn 
down the lights and turn 
up the music. Marvel at the 
subtleties of the 
arrangements, the texture 
of the production and bril¬ 
liance of the musicianship. 

Notice how you react 
physically and emotional¬ 
ly. This is how good music 
can sound. This is what ex¬ 
cited people about music 
once. Surrender to it. 

You may never use ear 
buds again.

Paulo Coelho needs no in¬ 
troduction: He’s sold more 
than 100 million books 
worldwide and holds the 
world record for most 


translated books by a living 
author. His newest novel, 
Aleph, is an autobiographi¬ 
cal account of his journey 
along the Trans-Siberian 


railroad — and across time 
and space — in search of 
spiritual fulfillment (the ti¬ 
tle refers to an enlightening 
experience he encountered 
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during his trek). The book 
has already reached num¬ 
ber one in countries like 
Brazil, Turkey, Spain and 
Finland. Coelho spoke with 
us from Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land. 

I read that it took you four 
years to gather the material 
for this book, but only three 
weeks to write it. Can you talk 
a little about putting it togeth¬ 
er? 

I decided to travel for three 
months, non-stop, and I 
had this experience, this 
“Aleph.” I lived through, 
well, things that are veiy 
difficult to explain in a 
book. One year ago, I said to 
myself, “Fm never going to 
write about this, it is impos¬ 
sible to explain.” And then 
one year ago I was talking 
to my agent and I said, “Fm 
not going to publish a new 
book, I have no subject.” 
She said, “You’re never go¬ 
ing to write about this 
Aleph?” I said no because it 
is impossible. When I re¬ 
turned to Geneva, I don’t 
know what happened to 
me, but I sat down at the 
computer and I start writ¬ 
ing, and then I wrote in 
three weeks. When she 
called me again, two and a 
half weeks later, I said, “You 
know this book that I said 
I’m never going to write? 
I’m almost in the end of it.” 
It’s like something that trig¬ 
gers in your soul. I realized 
that I have this book writ¬ 
ten by my soul. 

Were you nervous about shar¬ 
ing so many intimate details 
about your life? 

I was not nervous but I was 
a little bit uncomfortable. 
Really feeling. Oh my God, 
well I should cut here, I 
should cut there,” then I 
said. This is so useless. You 
put your soul into it or you 
don’t. You cannot tell the

half-truth. Half-truth is not 
the whole truth.

IN MANY WAYS,

MAINTAINING A

Strategies like going to the gym and 
eating properly help keep you 
mentally as well as physically fit. 

And just like it’s up to you to keep 
your heart and bones healthy, you also 
have to take control of your own 
mental health. “You own it; it’s your 
mind, and you need to give it as much 
attention as you give to your physical 
body,’ says Connie Krahenbil, 
Executive Director, Canadian Mental 
Health Association Manitoba, 
Winnipeg. 

Managing stress is a big part of 
maintaining mental health, and each 
person has to discover the stress 
management approach that works best 
for him or her, says Krahenbil. 

“Maybe your thing is going to the 
spa once a month, or maybe your 
thing is walking every day.” She 
refers to the parable of the man who 
mentally hangs his troubles on a 
“worry tree” outside his house every 
day so they won’t interfere with his 
family life. 


The key is to find the right balance, 
says Krahenbil. Her own strategy is to 
make a conscious effort to turn off her 
Blackberry every evening, to 
meditate, to be outside in the fresh air, 
to find time to spend on herself, and 
to exercise as much as she can. “It 
doesn’t have to be going to the gym; it 
could be something like gardening.” 

Getting enough sleep, too, is 
another “precious” ingredient to 
mental health, says Krahenbil, who 
takes steps to avoid sleep “getting 
behind me” because she knows what 
that can do to her overall health. 

Just as with physical health, it’s 


important to be committed to mental 
fitness and to incorporate these steps 
into your everyday life. 

Recognizing when you need to 
“reach out” and talk to someone you 
trust is also important. Everyone has 
felt sad or blue at one time or another, 
but too often, you don’t want to 
bother anyone so you withdraw, 
maybe cry alone in your room. But 
when you do talk to a friend, “you 
always feel 100 times better,” says 
Krahenbil. 

Sometimes these strategies aren’t 
enough and you may need to seek out 
an expert. But this should be no 


different than someone who has 
diabetes, who has to see his doctor 
regularly and take insulin or other 
medications to treat the disease. 

It’s important to acknowledge that 
you have an illness and to accept it. 
“We all have our crosses to bear,” 
says Krahenbil. 

And it’s important not to rely solely 
on medication such as antidepressants 
to make you well. “The work is up to 
you,” says Krahenbil. “Taking those 
pills is just half of it, just like insulin 
is just half of it for a person with 
diabetes.”

Association (CMHA) Toronto. 

Making this happen will need 
more than merely messages and 
campaigns “that in isolation, don’t 
have a sustained impact,” says 
Coleridge. It will also require 


changes in pubic policies, behaviours 
and attitudes to mental health in the 
work place, in schools, and 
elsewhere. 

The CMHA vision for the future 
also includes the 120-plus CMHA 
regional offices not only continuing 
to respond to local mental health 
needs, but also working together in a 
synergistic way to improve 
understanding surrounding mental 
health issues. 

Canada will soon have its own a 
national mental health strategy, says 
Coleridge.
